TO TIE UP AWARDS 


Witness Before Black Com- 
mittee Tells of 3 Rail- 
roads) Plan to Go in 
Ocean Mail Business at 
Government Expense.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23. — The 
Senate Committee investigating air 
and ocean mail contracts was told 
today that on the day before the 
Hoover administration went out of 
office, Senator David Reed (Rep.), 
of Pennsylvania, conducted a fili- 
buster in the Senate to enable 
Postmaster-General Walter Brown 
to award a $1,000,000-‘a-year ocean- 
mail contract to an infant steam- 
ship company controlled by the 
Pennsylvania, B. & O. and Reading 


railroads. 
This testimony was given by A. 


J. Ball, an officer of the Pennsyl-| 


vania, and was dramatically corrob- 
orated by a confidential memoran- 
dum made by him at the time, and 
which, in some unexplained man- 
ner, had found its way into the 
hands of Senator Hugo Black 
(Dem.), Alabama, chairman of the 
Investigating Committee. 

The circumstances of the episode 
were as follows: Senator Black had 
offered a resolution directing 
Brown to award no more ocean 
mail contracts until existing ones 
could be investigated. The Senate 
was scheduled to vote on it March 
3, 1933. That was also the day on 
which Brown had planned to award 
the mail contract. 


Carried Out as Planned. 

Ball thereupon sought out Sena- 
tor Reed on March 2, explained the 
predicament, and Reed agreed to 
take the Senate floor next day, and 
hold it until Brown could award 
the contract: Brown was apprised 
of this scheme, and it was carried, 
out on schedule. 

When the Senate convened at 
noon, Reed immediately started 
speaking and continued to speak 
until Brown telephoned at 12:30 
o'clock that he had awarded the 
contract. 

The whole thing fell through, 
however. The company’s ability to 
fulfill the contract hinged on buy- 
ing two ships from the United 
States Shipping Board. Arrange- 
ments for that purpose also had 
been made with T. V. O’Connor, 
then chairman of the Shipping 
Board. But when the Senate, after 
Reed's filibuster, proceeded to pass 
Black's resolution, the board refused 
to sell the ships. and the company 
was forced to decline the contract. 

At Government Expense. 

As described by Ball, the entire 
venture was to be carried out at 
the Government’s expense. The 
ships were to be purchased from 
the Shipping Board on credit, and 
were to be paid for out of the prof- 
its on the mail contract, also to be 
furnished by the Government. In-

261,000 CWA WORKERS 
ORDERED CUT OFF PAYROLL 


Administrator Hopkins Directs Action in 14 
States Which Exceeded Quotas, Among 
~ Them Illinois. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's plans for reducing 
the Civil Works Administration 
payroll by 500,000 jobs a week, be- 
ginning next month, showed no 
signs of alteration today despite 
growing opposition in Congress 
and a shower of protesting let- 
ters. 3 

Administrators of the CWA in 14 
states today had orders from Har- 
ry L. Hopkins, the administrator, 
for the immediate slicing of more 
than 261,000 names from the 14 
payrolls. All of the states in ques- 
tion had exceeded their quotas. 

Meanwhile, at the direct request 
of Hopkins, the Justice Department 
initiated an inquiry into charges of 


jgraft in state and local handling 


of both civil work and relief funds. 
Joseph B. Keenan, Assistant Attor- 
ney-General, took charge of the 
CWA inquiry. 

President Roosevelt also has 
given Secretary of Interior Ickes, 
the Public Works Administrator, 
blanket authority to deal as he sees 
fit with all complaints of “graft” 
or manipulation of funds on public 
works projects. 

Plans to Use $350,000,000 More. 

The administration proceeded 
during the day with the drafting 
of a billion dollar request for new 
funds. About $350,000,000 would be 
used to carry civil works activity 
to May 1, an almost equal amount 
for continuing the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps for another year, 
and the rest for other relief 
activities. 

While CWA headquarters dis- 
closed receipt of about 9000 letters 
a day, objecting to the curtailment 
of activities, additional hundreds 
have been received by Senators and 
Representatives. 

In Wisconsin, the State Adminis- 
trator was directed to notify 81,000 
men that they were without jobs. 
The Illinois chief was told to cut 
his total to 200,000, the exact num- 


ber of men to be released not being 
specified. Other states ordered to 
reduce were: Ohio, 46,000; Texas, 
45,000; Arkansas, 20,000; West Vir- 
ginia and Michigan, 16,000 apiece; 
Kentucky, 13,000; Washington, 10,- 
000; Minnesota, 8500; Maine, New 
Hampshire and Oklahoma, 1500 
apiece, and Utah, 1000. 

President Roosevelt told William 
Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, today that an 
extension of the Civil Works Ad- 
ministration beyond the May dead- 
line would depend on conditions 
prevailing in the late spring. 

Green said the President was 
hopeful that 1,000,000 of the 4,000,- 
000 CWA workers would be ab- 
sorbed by private industry by May 
as a result of the stimulus from 
increased purchasing power. He 
added that the President had hopes 
that 1,000,000 to 2,000,000 more of 
the workers would find employ- 
ment from expanded public works. 

Demand for Inquiry. 

A demand that Hopkins be called 
before a congressional committee 
to explain CWA expenditures was 
made to the House by Representa- 
tive Gifford (Rep.), Massachusetts. 
Gifford criticised Chairman Coch- 
ran (Dem.), Missouri, of the House 
Expenditures Committee for refus- 
ing ,recently to call a committee 
meeting to act on his request for 
a CWA inquiry. 

Gifford charged that wealthy 
states and towns—some towns with 
tax rates below $20—had been re- 
ceiving Government funds for use 
on “worthless projects” Cochran 
replied that, “whenever the gentle- 
man from Massachusetts has any 
information whatsoever worthy of 
consideration there will be a meet- 
ing of the committee, but there is 
not going to be a meeting to let 
him throw mud at the administra- 
tion.”

TWO GET LIFE IN KIDNAPING

CHICAGO, Jan. 23—Two mem- 
bers of the “Handsome Jack” Klu- 
tas gang were convicted last night 
of kidnaping James Hackett, a 
gambler of Blue Island, a Chicago 
suburb, and their penalty was set 
at life imprisonment by a Crimin- 
al Court jury. 

The State had asked for the 
death penaity for both defendants, 
Gail Swolley, Peoria (Ill.) saloon op- 
erator, and Frank Souder, Benton 
(Til.) slot machine operator. 

The defendants presented testi- 
mony intended to establish alibis 
for May 27, 1933, the day on which 
Hackett was seized as he returned 
from a golf game. 

Julius Augustus (Babe) Jones of 
St. Charlies, Ill. ,a third defendant 
who turned State’s evidence and 
gained a severance, and Hackett, 
were chief prosecution witnesses. 
They identifiéd Swolley and Souder 
as the kidnapers. Hackett said he 
paid $1500 for his release. 

Authorities say the convictions of 
Swolley and Souder have virtually 
wiped out the gang led by Theo- 
dore Klutas, a former University 
of Illinois student Klutas was shot 
down and killed several weeks ago 
when police traced him to his sub- 
urban hideout in Bellwood and at- 
tempted to arrest him.

Announcement was made by 
President Roosevelt and by Secre- 
tary of State Hull after the ques- 
tion had been considered by the 
Chief Executive and his advisers 
during the day. 

Jefferson Caffery, the President’s 
personal representative in Havana, 
had advised him that President 
Mendieta had succeeded in estab- 
lishing a Government which had the 
support of the Cuban people and 
was able to maintain law and or- 
der and carry out its international 
obligations. ’ 

Recognition had already been ac- 
corded by Mexico, Colombia, Chile 
and the Dominican Republic, and, 
as a result of the White House 
conference attended yesterday by 
envoys of 17 Latin American na- 
tions, it was expected that an- 
nouncements of recognition by sev- 
eral other American nations would 
quickly follow. 

Caffery will become Ambassador 
to Cuba on presentation of his cre- 
dentials. 

Manuel] Marquez Sterling, former 
Cuban Secretary of State, who has 
been acting in an unofficial capa- 
city in Washington, will become the 
Cuban Ambassador here. 

Meanwhile, 10 of the 16 American 
war -vessele that have been in Cu- 
ban waters were withdrawn. With- 
drawal of the others is expected to 
follow.

The driver of the automobile 
which struck and killed Marsh W. 
Floyd, at Lindell boulevard and 
Boyle avenue early Sunday, sur- 
rendered to police and the Circuit 
Attorney shortly before noon. tc- 
day. 

He is Robert P. Tucker, 27-year- 
old salesman, son of Mrs. Almon A. 
Tucker, widow of the former vice- 
president and secretary of the 
Rosenthal-Sloan Millinery Co. The 
Tucker home is at 5 Schultz road, 
Oakland, St. Louis County. 

Tucker was not held in custody, 
as his attorney, William Baer, had 
arranged for his release on two 
bonds—one for $2500 .on_ the 
charge, “suspected of manslaugh- 
ter;” the other for $1000 on a 
charge of leaving the scene of an 
accident. 

How He Surrendered. 

Tucker, Baer and a middle-aged 
woman walked into the office of 
Chief of Detectives Carroll after 11 
a. m., and the lawyer announced: 
“Here is the young man who drove 
the car that killed Marsh W. Floyd 
on Lindell boulevard Sunday morn- 
ing. He admits it. I have already 
arranged bond for him and I have 
brought him in here so that you 
may call off your search for him.” 

“All right,” the Chief replied. 
“May I ask him some questions?” 
“Yes, briefly,” was the response. 

“Did you drive that car?” Carroll 
then asked the young man. “Yes, 


sir,” 

“What kind of a car was it?” “A 
1933 Ford V-8.” 

“Where is it now?” 
home.” 

“May we send out and photo- 
graph it?” “Yes, sir.” 

Thereupon they departed with 
detectives and a police photograph- 
er. Tucker refused to comment on 
the statements of witnesses that 
“two cars were racing east at 60 
or 70 miles an hour and there was 
a terrific impact and a body thrown 
through the air to land in the 
street.” 

“Doesn’t Deny Anything.” 

When reporters attempted to 
question Tucker, Baer spoke up: 
“T talk for him. My client doesn't 
deny anything. He drove that car.” 

The bonds on which he was re- 
leased, signed by his mother, were 
approved by Judge Dickmann of 
the Court of Criminal Correction. 
They are returnable in Judge Dick- 
mann’s court Feb. 2. 

Floyd, an assistant department 
manager of Hynes Brothers. Inc., 
was 41 years old, unmarried and 
resided at 4337 Laclede avenue with 
his mother and a sister. He had 
started to escort Miss Sally Miles, 
4315 Lindell ‘boulevard, to early 
mass at the New Cathedral, but 
had complained of illness, had 
started to return home, and was 
crossing Lindell when struck at 5:30 
a. m. 

The car which struck him .ped 
on, leaving in the street, however, 
the hood, horn, one headlight and a 
tire cover, torn off by the impact. 
The articles, police announced at 
once, were from a 1933 Ford. 
Almon A. Tucker, father of the 
driver, was killed by a Frisco train 
near his home the night of July 11,, 
1931.

Two Still at Large. 

Their return and the death of 
their leader accounted for five of 
the seven fugitives. Charles Clifton 
McArthur was taken into custody 
at Kansas City Sunday. Jim Clark 
and Frank Delmar, who made 
their way into Oklahoma after l-id- 
naping Lewis Dresser a _ rural 
school teacher, and using his car 
in their flight, still are at large. 
Dresser was released unharmed 
near Pawhuska and allowed to keep 
his car. 

Driven from cover by cold and 
hunger and still wearing their pris- 
on denim, Brady and the others 
were sighted by Henry Kohlenberg, 
a farmer living 11 miles southeast 
of Paola. He notified officers and 
within a short time their flight 
was halted. 

Fugitive’s Weapon Fails. 

Undersheriffs H. R. Lininger and 
Ed Schlotman were the first to 
approach the men. When chal- 
lenged, Brady sought to fire at the 
officers with a riot gun, but the 
cartridge failed to explode. He 
started to run, cursing. Both offi- 
cers fired with revolvers and then 
Schlotman downed the desperado 
with a shotgun. 

The convicts denied Brady’s 
weapon was one from the prison 
arsenal. Cody said Brady obtainea 
it in a single-handed foray from 
the escaping group soon after they 
scaled the wall. He professed to 
know no details of its acquisition. 

While the officers were con- 
centrating their fire on Brady, his 
companions fled only to be met by 
more possemen.

ADMITS TRYSTS WITh

Mrs. Myrtle T. Blacklidge on 
Stand, Unembarrassed at 
Questions.

CHICAGO, Janu. 25.—Mrs. Myrtle 
Tanner Blacklidge, former Collector 
of Internal Revenue, was the first 
witness called yesterday in Mrs. 
Norman E. Nottingham’s $100,000 
suit against her for alienation of 
the affections of Policeman WNot- 
tingham. 

Attorney Murphy O. Tate, coun- 
sel for the plaintiff, took advantage 
of the new Civil Practices Act, 
which permits calling of the de- 
fendant for cross-examination with- 
out being bound by her testimony, 
and he had Mrs. Blacklidge on the 
stand for more than an hour yes- 
terday. 

She gave her testimony without 
embarrassment and often was so 
quick in her responses that her at- 
torneys had no opportunity to raise 
objections. She admitted kissing 
Nottingham on various occasions. 

“Were they burning, hot kisses?” 
she was asked. “Well, not exactly.” 

“Did they come under the cate- 
gory of platonic kisses?” vat 
wouldn't quite say that.” 

“Well, just what kind?” “Oh, just 
kisses.” 

As the 42-year-old widow gave 
her testimony, Mrs. Nottingham, 
the mother of a 7-year-old daughter, 
sat watching her, and the police- 
man himself was an interested lis- 
tener. 

Mrs. Blacklidge admitted that she 
used a South Side apartment for 
meetings with Nottingham. 

The defendant said she became 
“very friendly” with the patrolman 


lin July, 1931, and learned six months 


later that as tarried and had 
a child’ She acknowledged she 
wrote “burning” letters to Notting- 
ham in June, 1932, while she was 
at Flora, Ill. The defense objected 
to the word “burning,” but it was 
allowed to stand.

Mrs. Mary Jane Merrifield, 
Three Women Whom 
She Attended. 


Homicide verdicts were returned 
by Coroner’s juries today against 
Mrs. Mary Jane Merrifield, 71-year- 
old midwife, following inquests in 
the deaths last week of three wom- 
en following illegal operations. <A 
similar verdict was returned 
against her previously in a fourth 
case. 

The women, who died of peritoni- 
tis, were Mrs. Richard Fitzgerald, 
24, of 4002A Blaine avenue; Mrs. 
Ben -Lichter, 30, of 4361 Maryland 
avenue, and Miss Helen Summers, 
24, of 4249W Evans avenue. 

Fitzgerald testified he took his 
wife to Mrs. Merrifield and paid 


$15 for an operation. The midwife} 
asked if they had a family physi-| 


cian, who would give his wife post- 
operative care, but when he named 
a physician Mrs. Merrifield recom- 
mended another doctor, Fitzgerald 
testified. His wife developed a 
temperature and he took her to 
Christian Hospital, where she died 
Jan. 16. 

Lichter told the jury his wife, 


jSarah, discussed the operation with 


him, and he advised against it. On 
Dec. 29 he received a telephone 
message to call for his wife at 
Mrs. Merrifield’s establishment at 
8120 St. Charles road. When he 
arrived there, Mrs. Lichter walked 
slowly out to the automobile and 
said, “Well, I did it,” Lichter testi- 
fied. She became ill next day and 
he took her to Jewish Hospital, 
where she died last Tuesday. 

Dr. Robert Rodin, who attended 
Mrs, Lichter at the hospital, testi- 
fied that the illegal operation was 
incomplete, causing peritonitis. 

Dr. E. Lee Dorsett, who waited 
on Miss Summers after she was 
taken to Missouri Baptist Hospital, 
testified she signed a statement 
that Mrs. Merrifield had operated 
on her Jan. 11. Miss Summers died 
last Thursday night. 

Mrs. Merrifield, who is ill from 
erysipelas at Midland Hospital, 7104 
Page avenue, was not represented 
at the inquest. At the hospital to- 
day it was stated that her condi- 
tion had improved since she sur- 
reridered on $15,000 bond last Fri- 
day afternoon. 

Representatives of Circuit Attor- 
ney Miller and Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Anderson of St. Louis County 
were echeduled to confer later in 
the day on the question of jurisdic- 


ition in the prosecution of the cases, 


which will be presented to a grand 
jury. 

In addition to the four St. Louis 
cases, Mrs. Merrifield was named 
in the recent deaths of Miss Rose 
Stelzer, 17, of East St. Louis, and 
of Mrs. Marie Kampmann, 30, of St.

Stricter Stabilization Control.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Hear- 
ings on the President’s dollar ‘re- 
valuation bill have developed sharp- 
ly conflicting views as to its effect 
on the country, — 

Several economists have con- 
tended that the bill contains the 
germ of a great inflationary move- 
ment which might get out of hand 
and cause disaster. According to 
Owen D. Young, the bill carries the 
possibility of tremendous credit 
expansion as a result of utilization 
of the profit flowing to the Gov- 
ernment from doiiar devaluation. 
He pleaded with the Senate’ Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee, as did 
other witnesses, to make the legis- 
lation temporary and not perman- 
ent, and to expand the authority 
over the proposed two-billion-dollar 
stabilization fund to include the 
Federal Reserve System. He urged 
the committee not to emasculate 
the Reserve System. — 

Prof. James Harvey Rogers of 
Yale, one of the President’s advis- 
ers, who indorsed the bill, said that 
the utilization of the profit from 
devaluation would “constitute a di- 
rect inflationary influence of the 
first magnitude,” but he maintained 


-| that, through the mechanism of the 


stabilization fund, the bill provided 
“ample control over the use of this 
profit so that any resulting infla- 
tion can be restricted.” 

Senator McAdoo, a member of 
the committee and a former Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, 
that devaluation of the dollar, by 
raising prices, would work hard- 
ship on the man with a fixed in- 
come. 

Prof. Warren’s Views. 

Prof. George F. Warren of Cor- 
nell replied, in effect, that the sal- 
aried man was in danger, under 
continued deflation, .of losing his 
job altogether. He pointed out that 
the position of the salaried man 
who had not received a cut 
had been improved by the decline 
in prices. A rise in prices would 
simply restore his position to what 
it was before the decline. His 
status would not be so good as at 
present, but MMs job would be more 
secure and he would be “relieved 
of his relatives.” 

As to life insurance: “If I re- 
ceive dollars or if my estate would 
receive dollars with a buying 
power equal to the dollars which I 
saved, I think that is enough, and 
I would much prefer that to having 
my life insurance company agree 
to pay dollars so valuable that 
they did not come.” 


Warren said the greatest benefits} 


from a cheaper dollar would accrue 
to mortgagors and other debtors, 
because their debts are fixed in 
dollars. 

He summed up. “By cutting 
the gold content of the dollar, 
you can raise prices. By raising 
prices, it, becomes easier for men 
to pay’ their debts. By raising 
prices, business starts and profits 
accrue. It becomes easier to pay 
taxes. Since it starts business, 
wages will. rise, or, if they are 
still high and athe man is unem- 


| 


ployed and has a high nominal 
wage, he will get the wage.” 
“Reflation” and “Inflation.” 
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‘McAdoo developed: the idea that} 


the bill would “increase the oppor- 
tunity for a very great inflation 
through the issue of currency based 
upon deflated gold.” 

Warren replied that a distinction 
should be drawn between “refla- 
tion” and “inflation.” 

“Where does reflation end and. 
inflation begin?” asked McAdoo. 

“As an abstract/principle,” replied 
Warren, “I should say that, if we 
restore the price level to which our 
civilization is most nearly arenes 
that would be reflation.” 

“What is to determine that aries 
level?” asked the Senator. “I do 
not think we can say, arbitrarily, 
that 1926 is the basis toward which 
we should work, and yet we are 
using that constantly as a basis for 
consideration, statistically and oth- 
erwise.” 

On the Debt Structure. 

“It depends on your debt struc- 
ture,” replied Warren, “and on the 
restoration of equilibrium within 
the various price structures. That 
is a very popular term, but I do 
not know how to express it accu- 
rately otherwise. It will raise prices 
that have fallen most, and not 
raise prices that have not fallen— 
which restores the balance.” 

Senator Walcott (Rep.), Connecti- 
cut, said he did not see how the 
proposed stabilization fund could 
succeed “in competition with the 
combined forces of Europe.” If it 
should fail, he asked, might not the 


suggested |country be driven, willy-nilly, into 


uncontrolled currency inflation? 
‘Warren said that, if we should 
drift into wild inflation, “it would 
be a very unusual historical occa- 
sion, unless we, previous to that, 
had had a revolution.” 

“Do you mean a violent revolu- 
tion or an economic revolution?” 
asked McAdoo. 

“TI mean violent revolution,” 
plied the professor. 

Walter W. Stewart, a University 
of Missouri graduate, who has been 
a professor at Amherst, research 
director of the Federal Reserve 
Board and economic adviser to the 
Bank of England, and who is now 
the chairman of the board ‘of Case, 
Pomeroy & Co., New York invest- 
ment bankers, said of the Presi- 
dent’s revaluation and stabilization 
plan: 

“It appears to be an abstract 
theory of high-minded men, men of 
unquestioned integrity, who, I be- 
lieve, lack practical knowledge of 
credit administration.” 

Stewart said the bill held out 
“the dangerous illusion that there 
is stabilization at the end of the 
rainbow.” He feared it would have 
no such result, but, on the con- 
trary, would lead to international 
embitterment on the question of 
currency stabilization.

WILD GAME PLENTIFUL 
CONFERENCE 1S TOLD 


Delegates From Various Sec- 


tions of Country Make Re- 
port at New York. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—It has 
been 10 or 15 years since duck hunt- 
ing states such as Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, North and South Carolins, 
and the 50,000 square miles of Tex- 
as, have had such flights of wild 
birds from the Notth as took place 
this fall, delegates to the twentieth 
American Game Conference that 
opened yesterday said. 

The main section of the confer- 
ence, on its opening day sessions, 
devoted itself to technical discus- 
sions on the breeding, development, 
and conservation of wild life, the 
purpose to which the conference is 
dedicated. 

More ducks and geese than hed 
seen in a half a dozen years were 
reported by E. Le Compte, Mary- 
land’s Game Commissioner, but ap- 
parently Chesapeake Bay was a lit- 
tle north for the birds, for they 
came early and left the same way. 
He said less were killed than at any 
time in the past 20 years. 

Burton Smith said that black 
ducks appeared in great quantities 
in North Carolina, and quail were 
four times as plentiful as last year. 

Zan Heyward, reporting for South 
| Carolina, ‘said there was an in- 
crease of fully one-third in duck 
crop this year and he told how, by 
increasing cover by spreading out 
scrub oaks, 20 covey of quail had 
grown in a 200-acre field of broom 
sage where only two had lived be- 
fore. 

M. O. Harrison, from Florida, told 
of improved game conditions, but 
asked for help from other states 
in gaining legislation against the 
sale beyond Florida borders of 
black bass caught by commercial 
fishermen. 

While there were more ducks than 
ever before in Texas, the kill was 
only 75 per cent of the number 
usually taken in the State each 
fall, William Tucker reported.

Denies He Refused to Serve 
NRA, Says Administrator 
Deviated From Truth. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Sena- 
tor Nye of North Dakota charged 
in the Senate yesterday that NRA 
Administrator Johnson had made 
statements that deviated from the 
truth. 3 

Nye’s speech was in part a repe- 
tition of previous contentions that 


NRA codes were oppressing smail 
business, but Nye also took excep- 
tion to assertions by Johnson that 
he and Senator Boran had refused 
to co-operate in working out NRA 
problems. Nye denied he had de- 
clined Johnson’s request to serve 
on a board to hear complaints from 
small business men, and said state- 
ments to that effect in Johnson's 
New York speech last week “con- 
stituted a departure from the ac- 
tual truth.” 

Borah has pending an amend- 
ment to the National Industrial 
Recovery Act which would restore 
anti- t law exemptions permitted 
under A codes, 

“Big Business in Saddle.” 
Nye’s speech was directed, not at 
the Industrial Recovery Act which 
set up NRA, but at “their adminis- 
tration.” 

“Big business,” he said, “is in the 
saddle by reason of NRA _ codes, 
more than it has ever been before.” 
A case in point, Nye said, was the 
code for the electrical manufactur- 
ers. He asserted that the General 
Electric Co. shaped the code to 
suit its ends; that it was adminis- 
tering it; that hearings on charges 
by the independents had been pre- 
viously postponed and “lo and be- 
hold! now I hear that the hearing 
has been postponed until Feb. 8.” 
Assails General Electric. 

Reciting what he said was the 
unsavory past of the General Elec- 
tric, Nye charged it was a “pirate 
organization” and that in view of 
NRA’s attitude, he did not see why 
it did not recall Samuel Insull Sr., 
to write the pending utilities code. 

President Roosevelt last Satur- 
day issued an order that com- 
plaints by small business men re- 
garding NRA could be handled by 
the Federal Trade Commission and 
the Justice Department. Nye said 
smaller interests already had had 
such privileges and that the order 
simply called attention to their 
rights. 

Nye said he doubted whether 
NRA would right its faults under 
present administration and urged 
the Democrats to exercise “leader- 
ship” in bringing about NRA re- 
form. He said Johnson plainly had 


shown “he has no respect for the, 


Federal Trade Commission and 
that NRA apparently considers it- 
self beyond criticism.”

York in a private zoo, quartered in 
the 1200-pound teak and iron ship- 
ping case in which he traveled 
from Johore. He will be shipped to 
St. Louis within a week or so, if the 
weather remains mild, and will be 
on exhibit in the specially strength- 
ened cage in the monkey house 
where Bobby and Bimbo, youny 
adult orang-utans, now are quar- 
tered. ; ‘ . 
“This beast is a Sumatran orang,” 
Buck explained. “Bobby and Bim- 
bo are from Borneo—all of the same 
species, you understand; just geo- 
graphical differences. The Suma- 
tran get to be a little larger, have 
heavier hair and great wide ridges 
at the side of the face. Orangs are 
found only on the island of Borneo 
and in the northern part of Suma- 
tra, in Achin. 
“Man of the Trees.” 
“All of this territory is under 
Dutch mandate. The orang-utens— 
their name in Malay for “Man of 
the Trees”—are protected, and a 
permit to collect them is difficult 
to get. Through friends, I had ob- 
tained permission to take two. 
“I was at my main camp in 
Johore, about 80 miles from Singa- 
pore, when word reached me that 
a particularly large orang had been 
Spotted in Achin. A party of us 
drove to Singapore, took the steam 
packet to Balawan Delhi, the port 
of entry for Sumatra, and then 
went up-country 175 miles into 
Achin. 
“We recruited 100 Achinese—ex- 
perienced men—and went out un- 
der the durian trees to look for the 
big fellow. Durian is that South 
Asiatic fruit that smells so badly 
and tastes so marvelous. It’s about 
the size of a grapefruit. Orangs 
relish it. 
“During two days we saw about 
18 orang-utans of various sizes, 


‘ 


Those ridges, we 
found later, made his face 13 inches 
wide. 

How He Was Trapped. 

“We began to follow him. He 
moved through the tree-tops and 
once or twice he’d descend to the 
ground and make a run for it to 
some other tree. This continued 
for two days. Then we got aim 
where we wanted him, in a big 
tree with only a few trees close 
around. The natives circled the 
tree and made a terrible din. Up 
into the tree-top he went and quick- 
ly as we could, we chopped down 
all the trees for some _ distance 
around his tree. 

“And so we had him. It was 
just a question of wait until he 
had to come down. I set the boys 
to building a log cage and we 
waited. He stayed up in that tree 
for six days, without food or 
water. I tried to shoot him out, 
as I had done with the clouded 
leopard I caught, but that didn’t 
work. The limb he was on was 
about 10 inches through. I put 50 
of” 60 soft-nose bullets through it 
and it broke, but it broke slowly 
and he swung to another one. 

“So we waited. Finally he start- 
ed down, weakened from lack of 
food and water. He was going to 
make a run for it. The natives got 
ready with some steel nets I always 
carry. Others toox native fiber 
nets. This was the time, the dan- 
gerous time. I’ve seen a man lose 
his arm in such a tussle as was 
coming, and frequently the natives 
ara mauled. 

“Down he came to the ground 
and off he went. Orangs are 
awkward on the ground and in a 
flash there was a net tossed over 
him. Then another and another 
and he was pulled off his feet and 
tangled so he couldn’t move. We 
had him. *

of 34—90 Protected 
~~ by Injunction. 


With about one-third of the city- 
licensed taxicabs in operation, trav- 
elers and residents were inconveni- 
enced today for the second day by 
enforcement of the ordinance re- 
quiring liability insurance on cabs. 

The number of taxis operating 
was increased in two ways. Insur- 
ance on 11 machines was filed with 
the city by four operators yester- 
day, bringing the number insured 
to 34. Circuit Judge Calhoun per- 
mitted 25 operators to intervene 
in a suit against enforcement of 
the ordinance, in which he_ issued 
an injunction Dec. 30. Lawyers for 
the plaintiffs estimate the number 
of cabs protected by the injunction, 
but not insured, as 90. There are 
about 300 cabs licensed by the city. 

Since arrests began early yester- 
day for operation of cabs without 
liability insurance, 45 drivers have 
been ordered into Police Court. 

Another suit against enforcement 
of the ordinance was filed by the 
American Taxicab Co., operators of 
Yellow cabs, with 194 licensed ma- 
chines. Circuit Judge Hamilton dis- 
solved a temporary restraining or- 
der in this case last Tuesday, an ac- 
tion which led to the city order to 
arrest drivers of uninsured cabs. 
William J. Brown, president and 
manager of the company, in a 
statement today, said'a motion for 
a new trial had been filed, but not 
heard and that there had been no 
hearing so far as a permanent in- 
junction was concerned. 

Says Firm Sought Insurance. 

The company, Brown declared, 
had endeavored to obtain insurance 
from reliable and responsible com- 
panies, but they refused to issue 
policies under terms of the ordi- 
dance. Unreasonable provisions 
must. be indorsed on the policy, un- 
der terms of the ordinance, Brown 
declared, explaining that these con- 
ditions were not acceptable to re- 
sponsible insurors. These provisions,

Minnesota _ Congressman Says 
Jurist In State Is “‘Tool 
of Big Business.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23. — The 
House Judiciary Committee has 
been asked to investigate the “of- 
fical conduct” of United States 
District Judge Joseph W. Moly- 
neaux of Minnesota. 

The request was made in a res- 
olution offered by Representative 
Shoemaker (Farmer-Labor) of Min- 
nesota, after he assailed the Judge 
in a speech in the House for is- 
suing a restraining order halting 
investigation by the State of Min- 
nesota of the affairs of the North- 
west Bancorporation. 

He charged Judge Molyneaux 
with having been a “tool and pup- 
pet of the Power Trust and big 
business organizations,” and said it 


“tc show these despots they have 
gone too far.” 

The resolution asked the commit- 
tee to determine whether the Judge 
“was guilty of high crime or mis- 
demeanor,” and to report to the 
House “resolutions of such im- 
peachment or other recommenda- 
tions as it seems proper.” 

Shoemaker said the Minnesota 
banking situation “was tied up 
with” the Chase National Bank 
group—“the vicious gang,” he 
called it. 

He said chain bank organizers 
had “mulcted the people out of 
hundreds of millions of dollars.” 

Widows and orphans, he contin- 
ued, were asked to buy Bancor- 
poration stock with “the money 
they had on deposit, by the presi- 
dents of these banks, especially by 
E. W. Decker. 

Decker, Shoemaker said, recent- 
ly resigned as president of the 
Bancorporation becasue he had 
“put enough heat under him in the 
last two months.” 

The State investigation had been 
stopped, Shoemaker said, “after 
this group of highbinders and rack- 
eteers, headed by the Northwest 
Bancorporation and the First Na- 
tional Corporation of St. Paul went 
to Judge Molyneaux and got a re- 
straining order.

URBANA, Ill, Jan. 23. — Illinois 
farmers have received $1,135,891 
within recent weeks as a result of 
participation in the wheat produc- 
tion adjustment program last fall, 
according to figures compiled by 
the extension service of the College 
of Agriculture, University of Iili- 
nois. 

This amount is represented in 
checks mailed to 21,894 farmers in 
67 counties of the State by the 
Agricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
tration, Washington, D. C., as the 
first benefit-payment made to those 
who agreed to reduce their 193% 
wheat acreage by 15 per cent, as 
compared to their average acreage 
during the three base. years, 1930- 
1932. Checks to wheat cg-operators 
in the other 35 Illinois counties are 
being sent out from AAA headquar- 
ters as quickly as the contracts can 
be checked and accepted by the 
Secretary of Agriculture. 

This first payment is at the rate 
of 20 cents a bushel on the allot- 
ment each farmer received, and 
the second payment of 8 cents a 
bushel, minus the pro-rata cost of 
administering the plan in each 
county, will be made after the 
spring planting season. [Illinois 
farmers will receive aprpoximately 
$2,618,000 in benefit payments on 
their 1934 wheat crop. 

With a total of $89,170 in 2117 
checks, St. Clair County leads in 
total payments made in Illinois so 
far. Mason County ranks second, 
at this time, with 1100 checks to 
farmers, totaling $70,074. Randolph 
County has received $61,932 in 1251 
checks, Cass $52,570 in 706 checks, 
Menard $39,698 in 502 checks, Wash- 
ington $37,267 in 886 checks, Scott 
$32,809 in 589 checks, Pike $31,524 
in 390 checks, Macoupin $23,592 in 
669 checks and Jackson County $22,- 
476 in 481 checks. 

More than 8,000,000 acres will be 
taken out of wheat production in 
the United States in 1934 as a result 
of the wheat produciion adjustment 
program. The purpose of the proj- 
ect is to reduce domestic produc- 
tion in line with actual consump- 
tion and exports, which in turn is 
designed to bring wheat prices up 
to a fair exchange value with the 
things farm people must buy.

When Men Really See Themselves, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE new liquor supervisor, Mr. Beck- 

er, proclaims hostility to what he calls 
the “old-time saloon,” equipped with a 
bar. There are plenty of old-time saloons 
of this type in St. Louis and other cities 
—even prohibition failed to dispose of 
them. Why? Because that’s the kind of 
place most suitable to the “man in the 
street” to do his imbibing. It’s the kind 
of place he likes and, if prohibition 
failed to get rid of it, how on earth does 
the present wet regime expect to do with- 
out it? 

The trouble seems to lie entirely in 
the word “saloon.” Our present lawmak- 
ers seem to think that, by prohibiting 
the saloon-keeper from using the big 
mirror behind the bar and by forcing 
people to sit at tables to-do their drink- 
ing, the entire character of the es- 
tablishment is changed, and it can no 
longer be called a saloon, Great Caefar, 
the ostrich in his native haunts, sticking 
his head in the sand, was never more 
foolish or futile! 

If a man wants to stand at a bar and 
look at himself in a mirror while he takes 
a drink, what is the objection to this 
harmless bit of pastime? Most of us men 
seldom see ourselves in a mirror except 
while shaving, and shaving is not a recre- 
ation or pastime. <As a matter of fact, 
the only time we get a chance to take a 
good look at ourselves is when we are 
standing at a bar, having a comforting 
little snifter. 

It is really the only occasion on which 
we have an opportunity to commune with 
ourselves and really see ourselves as oth- 
ers see us. It is actually beneficial for a 
man to take a good look at himself now 
and then. Most of us go along without 
ever getting a proper slant on our per- 
sonalities. “Know thyself” was one of 
the best bits of advice ever given, and 
we never have a better chance to get 
acquainted with ourselves than in the 
revealing mirror behind a bar. 

In the old Knickerbocker bar in New 
York, I remember a_ dignified white- 
whiskered old gentleman who used to 
come in for a cocktail at 5 o’clock 
every afternoon. Plainly the cocktail was 
the least important part of the event. 
The old gentleman began with his hat—he 
took it off and inspected it carefully, 
brushing off stray motes of dust with his 
elbow. Then he adjusted his necktie. 
His whiskers were next. They were part- 
ed in the middle of his chin and any will- 
ful strands that had escaped to the wrong 
side of his jawbone were restored to 
‘roper bounds. At the conclusion of all 
his, he drank his cocktail and, after a 
final loving look at himself, he departed, 
thoroughly in tune with himself and the 
universe. 

What, I ask Mr. Becker, is wrong with 
this picture? 

What purpose, moral, spiritual] or oth- 
erwise, is served by taking away the 
mirror and making us men sit down?

Suggests One-Chamber Legislature. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
SINGLE-chamber Legislature elected 
by the Hare system of proportional 

representation would go far toward solv- 
ing the Jefferson City problem. A recent 
study of the-one-chamber Legislature 
which lasted 59 years in Vermont states it 
“revealed much to support the unicamera! 
system and practically nothing to encour- 
age the proponents of the bicameral 
scheme ... Vermont apparently received 
tnore benefit from the unicameral than 
it did from the bicameral legislature.” 

The National Municipal League’s model 
state charter, a product of profound 
tainking and wide experience, prescribes 
a one-chamber legislature. 

Its advantages would be nullified, how- 
ever, by election from single-member dis- 
tricts which, even at best, are essentially 
a form of gerrymander. They leave the 
constituents of the defeated candidate 
without representation as effectively as 
though they had been deprived of suf- 
frage. The best method of election now 
in use is the Hare system of proportional 
representation, “the only method,” accord- 
ing to the Philadelphia Public Ledger,

Peek favored complete regulation of milk produc- 
tion and milk prices, including not only prices paid 
dy dealers to farmers, but prices paid by consumers. 
The agreements, as drawn, embraced his views. 

Many dealers and producers’, organizations accept- 
ed the agreements with misgivings; but they felt 
that any effort to bring order into the milk industry 
deserved @ trial, and was better than nothing at all. 
Chicago became the principal laboratory. There it 
was discovered that dealers rebelled against being 
compelled to abide by a fixed retail price. It was 
charged that a set price put a premium on inefficien- 
cy and destroyed natural competitive advantages. 
Some dealers challenged the authority of the AAA, 
and proceeded to set their own prices. The AAA 
could have used the mailed fist, but it wisely decided 
not to do so, Finally, when 75 per cent of Chicago 
producers, as provided in the agreement, petitioned 
for its abrogation, the death knell was sounded. 

As in so many aspects of the New Deal, which is 
reaching out into new and unexplored fields of Gov- 
ernment activity, Secretary Wallace is using the trial 
and error method. This note was set by the Presi- 
dent, who frankly confesses the experimental method 
of his administration, and promises to withdraw from 
those experiments which do not work. 

Abandonment of the milk marketing agreements 
means that the AAA, instead of fixing the price of 
milk to the consumer, will content itself with fixing 
the price paid by dealers to farmers. It will let the 
dealers work out retail prices by normal competitive 
methods. After all, it is the AAA’s job to increase 
the price of farm products. To go farther and inter- 
fere with the price to consumers implied a knowl- 
edge of dealers’ costs which it did not possess. The 
theory was that studies were to be made of dealers’ 
costs to determine the proper price spread, but that 
was a task beset with many difficulties. 

There has been for years deep dissatisfaction 
among farmers over the prices paid them for milk, 
and the suspicion that the dealer was making money 
out of the public at their expense. In the St. Louis 
milk shed, farmers receive 4.3 cents a quart for milk, 
while the consumers pay 11 cents. Is the farmer’s 
share too little? Certainly, it is well known that 
gréat fortunes have been made out of milk distribu- 
tion, and gigantic corporations with branches all over 
the country have been built from milk profits. 

A trend to regard milk as a public utility, subject 
to regulation, is clearly noticeable. New York has 
recently passed a law putting milk in that category, 
and such laws are in effect in New York, Wisconsin, 
New Jersey, Ohio and Connecticut. The Province of 
Manitoba, Canada, in 1932, made milk a public util- 
ity and set up a board of control to fix prices to 
farmers and-to consumers. Under this board’s rul- 
ings, farmers receive 38% per cent of the retail 
price. The Manitoba experiment is thoroughgoing 
and seems to be working well. 

President Roosevelt was reported last week by 
Washington Merry-Go-Round to be considering put- 
ting the Government into the milk-distributing and 
meat-packing businesses to set standards of costs and 
prices. “‘He plans,” says the: report, “to take one 
or two milk-distributing areas where the Government 
can sell milk, operate one or two packing houses and 
prove. to industry what Washington can do.” This 
is similar to the Government’s embarkation into the 
electric power business at Muscle Shoals and other 
centers to establish yardstickg for costs and prices. 

Meanwhile, what effect will the new policy of the 
AAA accomplish? It may be that it will inaugurate a 
price war among dealers which will be disastrous 
to the weaker units in the business. On the other 
hand, though permission was received some time ago 
by dealers t6 depart from the resale prices fixed in 
the milk marketing agreements, in St. Louis the price 
of milk has remained at 11 cents. It remains to be 
seen whether a system will be worked out that is fair 
to producers, dealers and consumers. 

It should be noted that, in recent years, ynilk mar- 
keting methods have been greatly improved by the 
formation of co-operatives, establishment of milk 
sheds, introduction of methods of inspection to pro- 
tect the health of communities and by the use of the 
base-and-surplus plan. The last is a system by which 
farmers are encouraged to level their production, so 
far as possible, throughout the year, thus guarding 
both against wasteful surplyses and against milk 
shortages. Under the plan, a higher price is paid for 
base milk, determined by the amount actually sold 
in bottles, than for the surplus, which is manufac- 
tured into by-products, . 

There is no reason why, with these improved con- 
ditions, the milk industry cannot set its own house in 
order. As an incentive, it may well heed the 
President’s suggestion of federally-owned and operat- 
ed milk-distributing agencies. Such a demonstration 
would very likely have the effect of drastically re- 
ducing milk prices everywhere. 
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PAN-AMERICAN PEACE. 

At a time when the world’s horizons are clouded 
by war scares, the product of suspicions and antago- 
nisms among the nations, Secretary Hull’s report of 
his visit to South America takes on great signifi- 
cance, The Latin American countries, Mr. Hull says, 
now have a friendly feeling toward the United States 
“unlike anything that has existed for. generations.” 
He found at the Montevideo conference that the bloc 
arrayed against “the Colossus of the North” at former 
meetings had vanished, that acceptance of this coun- 
try’s good faith was general. 

It is the United States that has changed its poli- 
cies, and not the southern republics. So long as 
the threat of intervention overhung the Caribbean 
area, distrust of this country’s intentions was to be 
expected. Mr. Roosevelt not only has stated the 
“policy of the good neighbor,” but his administra- 
tion’s actions have backed it up. As an éxample, 
this country has rigidly abstained from intervention 
in Cuba during that island’s turmoil of the last_five 
months. Mr. Roosevelt thus has shown that he meant 
what he said: “The definite policy of the United 
States from now on is one opposed to armed inter- 
vention.” The contradiction between this stant and 
the previous sorry history of armed occupations is 
not lost upon the peoples living to the south. 

The Western Hemisphere can provide an object les- 
son of “how pleasant it is for brethren to dwell to- 
gether in unity.” The possibilities for trade rela- 
tions, for building a self-contained economic group 
not unlike the British Empire, are ideal. Latin Amer- 
ica yields products that northern climatic conditions 
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of products, to the benefit of both sides, will result

One of the hopeful auguries in the past year has 
been the gradual economic recovery of Britain. | 

The facts of this recovery were published in last 
Sunday’s Post-Dispatch. General production is up 10 
per cent over 1932; iron and steel 35 per cent; textiles 
17 per cent; leather products 11 per cent. The net 


‘profits of 188 corporations are up 80 per cent, and 


approximately 700,000 people have been put back on 
their jobs. Domestic exports increased last year more 
than $20,000,000. ! 

It is sometimes said that Britain offers an ex- 
ample of recovery without all the extraordinary re- 
sorts which have made our own country something 
of a phenomenon among nations. There is some 


truth to the claim that had we been patient, as En- | 


gland is patient, we might have rebounded from the 
bottom much as Britain has done. However, this 
is not Britain. Nor is it likely that some of the 
things Britain has done will turn out to have been 
essentially different from the things we are doing. 
The British, so we are told, are chary about say- 
ing just what has set the ball rolling again. They 


are in pretty general accord that the agreements / 


of the Ottawa conference have been a negligible fac 
tor. These have increased British exports to the rest 
of the Empire, but this is not what gave British 
industry and commerce the impetus they have 
achieved. The likelief cause, and the one enjoying 
most support, is that there is a trough to every wave 
and Britain has begun that ascent which has always 
followed these sloughs of despond. 

One interesting feature of the recovery is the 
feeling that the dole has kept the depression in Brit- 
ain from becoming as cataclysmic as it might have 
been. That is, the dole has maintained to a consid- 
erable degree the purchasing power of the people, 
which lies at the bottom of every national economy. 
If this is true, and we believe it is, the dole has its 
counterpart in our own PWA and CWA. The effect 
of these is also to maintain to a degree the purchas- 
ing power of the people, and we believe they are do 
ing it better over here than the dole did in Britain. 
Certainly, to let the people earn their bread and but- 
ter is better than to hand it to them. 

The truth is that the depression is ending all over 
the world. Britain is only an outstanding instance 
of convalescence from that sickness the like of which 
has never been known upon this earth. We-will all 
recover in time. If as a result we learn more about 
those imponderables which make and unmake us, 
the experience will not have been in vain. 

We looked to people of such proved wisdom as the 
British for guidance in such an emergency, and we 
have not been disappointed. Britain gave the whole 
world the first example of subordinating politics to 
the welfare of the people, a truly great international 
service. She resolved all parties into a committee 
of the whole for the good of Britain, and not even 
our own self-sufficient nation has ignored the wis- 
dom of that move.

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A REPUBLICAN PAPER VIEWS ITS PARTY. 

We recently reprinted part of the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post’s highly significant editorial on the disin- 
tegration of the Republican party—the party to which 
the Post gave political allegiance for many years. 
Today we reproduce another important editorial on 
the Republican party, this one from the New York 
Herald Tribune, the G. O. P.’s leading supporter in 
daily journalism. The Herald Tribune does not say 
that the party verges on extinction, but it minces no 
words about the present Republican leadership in 
Congress. It says frankly that there is none, and 
bases its conclusion on the Republican Senators’ 
tactics in the pension fight. Hoping for a change 
of heart by Republican members of Congress, the 
Herald Tribune concludes that if the party’s leaders 
“cannot rise to their responsibility, then other lead- 
ers must be found who can.”

The 
fact is the United States is being remade, and so 
are its parties. New parties inevitably arise from the 
ruins of the old, and so it will be with the G. O. P. 
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GRANDEUR IN HOSPITALS. 

The Bulletin of the St. Louis Medical Society 
speaks what has long been in*the minds of many 
laymen, in its criticism of “these edifices of palatial 
proportions” known as hospitals. The community 
may be proud of its efficient and well-appointed hos- 
pitals; but it is evident that competitive building 
has been overdone, that, to quote the Bulletin’s edi- 
torial, “there isn’t enough money to run these places 
from the normal income.” The accommodations are 
those of a luxury hotel and, naturally, the fees must 
be in proportion, even though they often place a ter- 
rific strain on the patient’s pocketbook. Bequests are 
given for sumptuous buildings, rarely for their main- 
tenance. | 

‘While the demands on public hospitals grow con- 
stantly greater, private institutions show a continual- 
ly lower percentage of occupancy, and deficits be- 
come a commonplace. The Bulletin pleads for sim- 
pler institutions, to reduce costs and make payment’ 
of bills more easily possible. The Committee on the 
Costs of Medical Care, viewing the situation in 1932, 
commented: “There is serious question whether the 
voluntary hospital system in America can survive.” 
If the trend toward palace hospitals is not checked, 
there can be little hope forthe system’s survival.

The Japanese Propaganda 


of Far Eastern affairs have been dis- 

posed to make large allowances for the 
Japanese militarist propaganda, on the 
ground that its immediate purpose is to jus- 
tify large military appropriations in the bud- 
get now under consideration. Nevertheless, 
this propaganda is taking a form which 
May have serious implications for the fu- 
ture, and it would be a mistake not to call 
attention to them. What is to be feared is 
that the propagandists will commit Japanese 
opinion and Japanese public men to projects 
that are impossible to realize, that bridges 
will be burned, the Japanese national honor 
engaged. 

This propaganda seems to be bent. upon 
establishing two principles. One is that, all 
treaties to the contrary notwithstanding, no 
one must question the Japanese advance in 
Asia. Indeed, last week there were expres- 
sions of pained astonishment in Japan be- 
cause the United States, though offering no 
active opposition, does not, by recognizing 
Manchukuo, give its approval to the treaty- 
breaking. The other is that, in the naval 
conference scheduled for 1935-36, Japan must 
have a navy equal to Britain’s and Amer- 
ica’s. 

These two principles combined are formWN- 
able. If they are accepted, they would de- 
stroy the whole basis of the treaty relation- 
ships set up in the Washington conference. 
Let us recall what those relationships were. 
The United States came to the Washington 
conference with a naval building program 
under way which, if completed, would have 
made us the first naval power. The British 
had an alliance with Japan. The Japanese 
had taken a big bite out of China. 

The Washington conference was a com- 
promise in the interests of general peace. 
The United States gave up naval supremacy 
and accepted equality in capital ships. with 
Great Britain. The British gave up_ their 
Japanese alliance. Japan and the United 
States agreed upon a ratio of 3 to 5. In re- 
turn, the United States agreed not to fortify 
islands in the Western Pacific, thus making 
it impossible for the American navy to give 
battle on the Asiatic side of the ocean. Ja- 


To. most seasoned American observers 


pan in return gave up Shantung and signed 
the Nine-Power Treaty recognizing the in- 
tegrity of China. 

Now, as Secretary Stimson pointéd out in 
1932, all these agreeménts were interrelated. 
We, for example, did not build a navy which 
outclasses Japan 2 to 1, because Japan 
pledged herself to a non-aggressive policy 
as respects the Asiatic mainland and the 
Asiatic islands. We did not fortify our own 
outposts, because we have no ambitions of 
our cwn in Asia and were willing to re- 
nounce the possibility of the use of force in 
that part of the world. But if Japan is now 
going to claim the right to override all her 
treaties and at the same time to possess a 
navy equal to ours, the whole basic settle- 
ment of 12 years ago will We undermined. 

This has one very important practical 
consequence, The time is already at hand 
when it is necessary to discuss the renewal, 
the improvement or the abrogation of the 
naval treaty. The Japanese should not de- 
ceive themselves. No American Congress 
would ratify a treaty giving naval equality 
to Japan, most especially after the demon- 
stration since September, 1931, of how ag- 
gressively the present rulers of Japan em- 
ploy armaments. 

Therefore, the Japanese should know that, 
if they commit themselves to the doctrine of 
a free hand in Asia plus naval parity, they 
had just as well be frank about it and admit 
that the naval treaty is to lapse and the 
naval conference is not worth calling to- 
gether. As a matter of fact, if Japan is to 
demand naval equality, it wouldsbe danger- 
ous to the peace of the world to hold a con- 
ference. For a conference under such condi- 
tions would simply advertise and exacerbate 
the irreconcilable positions. 

This is not the view of American jingoes 
or professional anti-Japanese. It is, I be- 
lieve, the view of men who, looking at the 
matter without passion or prejudice, realize 
that propaganda such as is now being put 
forth in Japan may, if it is not checked, put 
Japan in a position of isolation in the world 
from which it would be extremely difficult 
for her to retreat.

mittee Roosevelt acted just in 
time. His denunciation thwarted a 
big Republican expose. The Presi- 
gent may not have been aware of 
it, but G. O. P. oppositionists who 
nave been looking hungrily for a 

jtical issue were all set to fling 
the cerpet-bagge into his teeth 
next spring. 

They planned to demand an in- 
vestigation and time it so the hang- 
over would register real results dur- 
jing the campaign next November. 

Although the plot now is pretty 
well spiked, Roosevelt has by no 
means uncovered all the Democratic 
legal-lobbyists who have been 
amassing fortunes from the New 
Deal. A few have resigned from 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee, but the legal underbrush of 
the capital is still teeming with good 
Democrats ready to sell their al- 
jeged influence with the adminis- 
tration. 

In strict fairness it should be 
tated that the Democrats are no 
mere numerous than Republican 
obbyists during the 12 years of 
Harding, Coolidge and Hoover. Nor 
have the Republicans, by any man- 
ner of Means, retreated from the 
scene. Witness Everett Sanders, 
chairman of the G. O. P.; Bob Lu- 
cas, assistant to the chairman; Pat 
Hurley, retired Secretary of War, 
and Charley Curtis, ex-Vice-Presi- 
dent, who takes clients ranging 
fom Dr. Brinkley, the Kansas 
goat gland specialist, to Ned Mc- 
Lean, whose old house he tried to 
jease as a night club. 

There is no doubt, however, the 
Democrats have been blatant, pros- 
perous and as thick as fleas.

SAYS CHRISTIAN CHURCH 
FACES PERILOUS SITUATION 


Dr. C. E. Burton Declares a Sense 
of Defeatism Prevails; Speaks 
at Evanston, Il.

EVANSTON, Ill., Jan. 23.—The 
Rev. Dr. Charles Emerson Burton 
of New York, general secretary of 


the General Council of the Con- 
gregational and Christian Churches, 
told church officers last night that 
the Christian church in America 
was in the most perilous situation 
within the memory of present lead- 
ers. 

“A sense of defeatism such as 
persons living never have seen be- 
fore prevails in the churches,” Dr. 
Burton said. 

The gravity of the situation, he 
said, far surpasses that of the 
emergency period immediately aft- 
er the World War, when’ great 
movements were launched to recov- 
er the ground which had been lost 
by the religious forces in giving at- 
tention to war interests. In fact, 
the speaker said the situation was 
so serious that it would be futile to 
propose a corresponding advance

T was full-blooded historical 
| arama that Walter Hampden 

brought to the American last 
night. If “Richelieu” creaked a lit- 
tle and was rather over full of 
plumed hats and rapiers and plots 
and counterplots, the Hampden au- 
dience—for it might almost be 
called that—liked it enormously. 

Mr. Hampden’s acting style is 
very familiar. It is sonorous, mea- 
sured, deliberate, quite untouched 
by the naturalism that dominates 
the contemporary stage. The role 
of the Cardinal Prince who laid the 
foundations of modern France is 
an ideal one for this style, calling 
forth the fine range of Mr. Hamp- 
den’s voice and the rich store of 
gesture and mien. 

While Arthur Goodrich is cred- 
ited in the program with a new 
version of the Bulwer Lytton play, 
the main outlines of the story are 
the same. Cardinal Richelieu, in 
his old age, is set upon by his ene- 
mies, headed by the sinister Count 
Baradas, who aims his plot. not only 
at the Cardinal but at King Louis 
XIII as well. At stake are the Car- 
dinal’s supreme power over France 
and the hand of his beautiful ward, 
Julie de Mortemar. 

Apparently at death’s door, 
Richelieu resorts to a bit of strat- 
egy to gain a moment’s delay, the 
faithful courtier arrives with the 
missing paper, Julie is saved for 
her true lover and the King all but 
falls at the feet of his Cardinal. Ob- 
viously, since Mr. Hampden has 
taken it on tour, this play ~ that 
thrilled our grandmothers must 
have an appeal for a presént-day 
audience. 

It is possible that this is more 
nearly to the taste of most audi- 
ences, outside New York at any 
rate, than the great surfeit of mur- 
der, mystery and drawing room 
emptiness of the past 10 years. It 
is the Drama, with a capital D, “the 
boards,” trod by an actor schooled 
to give full scope to the emotions, 
trained in a generous bravura. A 
languishing theater might well give 
heed, as Mr. Hampden has done, to 
this taste, apparently a very gen- 
eral one, which cannot be satisfied 
with the limp substitutes for the 
Drama offered in the movie palaces. 

When Mr. Hampden was not on 
the stage, “Richelieu” lagged a lit- 
tle, for his supporting cast is not a 
strong one. It was, in fact, weak 
in several departments. But as Mr. 
Hampden was on stage the greater 
part of the time, these deficiencies 
were overlooked. There is real sus- 
pense in the last act and the star 
made very poignant the apparent 
collapse of the aged Richelieu, the 
seeming end of all his hopes for 
France. In the robes of the Car- 
dinal he is a majestic figure. 

The costuming is in general ex- 
cellent and the play is simply but 
effectively mounted. A large-sized 
audience showed its evident appre- 
ication of the play. 

“Richelieu” will be repeated on 
Thursday and Saturday nights 
and at the Wednesday matinee. To- 
night and Friday night Mr. Hamp- 
den will give “The Servant in the 
House.” He will do “Hamlet” to- 
morrow night. and “Macbeth” at 
the Saturday matinee.

hopped up and down, waving his 
arms, and shouting back at the in- 
quisitive Deputy.

Twelve Billions? Not Much. 
Stratosphere Meteors. 
Kidnapers Learn.

HE Japanese-Russian situation 
T becomes more dangerous. A 
warning published in Moscow 
py the head of the Communist 
party, says: 
“We must be prepared for an at- 
tack by Japan at any moment.” 
Mr. Kaganovitch, the Communist 
head, adds: “If the Japanese Gen- 
erals dare to move against our 
frontiers, they will feel the power 
and might of our Red army. They 
must remember the Soviet Union 
is not Czarist Russia of 1904.” 


The Japanese, if war comes, will 
remember it very distinctly for 
many years after the war ends. To- 
day's Russians, fighting for a 
country which they believe belongs 
to them, owning the land on which 
they work, instead of fighting as 
slaves for czars and grand dukes, 
will do some real fighting. 


On Sunday, Moscow celebrated 
two anniversaries, closely connect- 
ed. One, the tenth anniversary of 
the death of Lenin, the other the 
anniversary of “bloody Sunday,” 
when miserable, half-starved Rus- 
sions, crowding to the imperial pal- 
ace to beg for bread, were shot 
down. 

Some that tearfully recall the 
brutal murder of the Czar and his 
family quite forget the unnecessary 
and cruel massacre of the half- 
starved beggars at the palace. The 
Russians did not forget. 


Those that criticise the Presi- 
dent’s program in regard to spend- 
ing $12,000,000,000 in 1934, provid- 
ing employment and starting up in- 
dustry, do not know all the inter- 
esting figures, or they would not 
criticise the amount. 

In 1933 American workers re- 
ceived $32,000,000,000 less than they 
received in 1929, when conditions 
were good. And those most severe- 
ly affected are men working for 
low wages. The Government pro- 
poses to spend only one-third of the 
drop in wages. The total national 
income dropped from $81,000,000,000 
n 1929 to $49,000,000,000 in 1932. 


Charles M. Bolden and Lloyd B. 
Cox, two Negro veterans of the war, 
members of the American Legion, 
have bought an endurance plane, 
to fly non-stop from New York to 
Paris in June. Their manner of 
going from New York to Europe 
forms an interesting contrast with 
the way in which their ancestors 
came from Africa to the United 
States in the hold of a slave ship.

son. Mr. Adamson warns travel- 
ers in the stratosphere that they 
may meet an uncomfortable num- 
ber of meteors not yet melted by 
contact with the thick lower at- 
mosphere. 


According to Dr. Claude Fisher, 
curator of astronomy at the Amer- 
ican Museum of @Natural History, 
no fewer than 400,000,000 meteors 
are drawn by gravity into the 
earth's atmosphere every day, some 
small, some big. The total number 
of meteors falling to the earth 
amounts to more than 146,000,000,- 
000 in a year. 

An airplane flies from Washing- 
ton, D. C., to New York in 50 min- 
utes. A meteor would make the 
trip in 15 seconds. Passing through 
the thicker atmosphere, meteors 
are raised to a temperature of 3000 
degrees. A small one would de- 
stroy any airplane. Incidentally, 
meteors add every year, 100,000 tons 
to the weight of the earth, and 
have been doing that for millions 
of years,

SHOULD HE PROBE IN DIA-

must forget all about clubs, whether 
you have the king or not, and as- 
sume that he is not interested in 
clubs at all. By bidding five dia- 
monds you would show that king; 
by bidding four hearts, you deny 
the diamond king and show the 
king of hearts. To deny both red 
kings, you bid four spades. You 
must ON NO ACCOUNT SHOW 
THE UNCALLED FOR KING OF 
CLUBS, denying the others, be- 
cause you would have to do so at 
the level of five clubs over the four 
diamond probe. This may well 
wreck the hand—it probably will, 
as the opener has not said that the 
hand is safe at five spades if Y Get 
have “any king.” So far he has 
only said that it is safe at five 
spades only if you supply precis ly 
the king of diamonds, which cs 
called for.
